To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Coseley  Urban  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Having  taken  up  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  m.uch  of  the  information  is 
derived  from  statistics  and  from  fellow  officers  to  whom  I express  my 
thanks . 


Much  of  the  work  takes  me  into  the  homes  of  the  people  of 
Coseley  and  has  brought  me  face  to  face  with  the  problems  of  the  old 
and  the  sick.  Coseley  is  active  in  its  care  for  the  old  people  but 

much  remains  to  be  done.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  increase  the  help 
given  by  older  school  children  to  those  in  need. 

The  needs  of  the  younger  members  of  the  community  have  not  gone 
\inheeded.  Many  of  the  young  people  enter  adult  employment  with 
relatively  little  preparation  for  the  adult  world.  Choice  of 
employment  is  often  very  wide,  change  of  jobs  is  easy  and  the  job  is  sometimes 
what  is  called  "dead  end".  None  of  these  factors  make  for  stability 
of  emplo3nnent.  To  bridge  the  gap. between  school  and  work  discussions 
have  taken  place  to  allow  children  in  their  last  year  to  gain  experience 
of  industry  before  they  actually  leave  school.  Developments  in  this 
field  are  awaited. 

Some  of  the  ill  health  referred  to-  is  connected  with  housing 
conditions  and  a vigorous  building  programme  is  being  pursued.  I 
would  refer  you  here  to  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 
Distress  is  often  caused  or  aggravated  by  bereavement  and  retirement 
but  as  neither  of  these  are  notifiable  and  as  we  are  short  of  staff  in 
the  department  which  deals  v/ith  such  problems  nothing  is  to  be  expected 
by  way  of  improvement  here. 

Another  factor  causing  ill  health  is  atmospheric  pollution. 

Complaints  relating  to  this  are  frequent  and  remedies  are  not  always 
forthcoming.  This  does  not  imply  any  criticism  of  the  195^  Clean  Air 
Act  nor  to  the  vigilance  of  the  staff.  The  Act  has  in  fact  succeeded 
in  reducing  atmospheric  pollution  where  an  increase  was  to  be  expected 
due  to  the  post  war  industrial  expansion.  An  approach  to  various 
authorities  and  their  officers  to  look  into  possibilities  of  removing 
offensive  gaseoa,  liquids,  etc.,  fromindustry  and  from  private  homes 
in  a type  of  sewer  system  has  met  with  no  success.  Initially  the 
scheme  would  be  expensive  and  must  take  second  place  to  other  problems. 

This  nuisance  will  I think  only  be  solved  when  technical  improvements 
in  flue  gas  cleaning  and  in  the  chemical  trades  have  taken  place. 

Adjustment  of  fuel  prices  designed  to  make  the  use  of  smokeless  fuel 
worth  while  for  the  poorer  members  of  our  community  would  do  much 
towards  solving  this  problem. 
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The  figures  differ  from  the  national  figures  in  certain 
respects,  taking  into  consideration  the  population  structure  and  the 
size  of  Coseley,  Cancer  of  the  stomach  is  low,  while  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  hronchus  are  high.  Newly  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  of 
the  lungs  occur  mainly  in  coloured  immigrants,  and  its  incidence 
reflects  the  numbers  of  the  immigrants.  Hypertensive  heart  failure 
is  high,  yet  its  often  associated  coronary  heart  failure  reflects  only 
the  national  average.  In  general,  the  health  of  the  district  reflects 
national  trends,  where  increase  in  deaths  due  to  heart  failure  and 
vascular  disease  of  the  brain  are  particularly  noticeable.  However, 
there  has  been  no  overall  increase  in  cancer,  and  there  has  been  a 
reduction  in  deaths  from  bronchitis  over  the  last  few  years. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  0hairman  of  the  Health 
Committee,  Councillor  lirs.  V.  Turton,  the  members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  and  Health  Department  staff  for  their  guidance  and 
assistance  which  they  have  uhfailingly  placed  at  my  disposal.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION? 

The  following  comments  and  tables  are  extracts  from  a report 
to  the  Rowley  Regis  Area  Health  Committee  on  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 
during  the  year  ended  51st  December,  *1964 . 

V/hereas  in  recent  years  the  immunisation  programme  has  been 
affected  by  local  outbreaks  of  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  resulting  in 
a demand  for  protection  against  these  diseases  probably  at  the  expense 
of  or  at  least  causing  the  deferment  of  immunisation  against 
diphtheria,  there  was  no  such  scare  experienced  during  I964  and  the 
immxmisation  programme  was  able  to  follow  its  normal  pattern.  The 
volume  of  work  undertaken  was  considerable,  but  comparisons  with  the 
figures  relating  to  the  previous  year  are  complicated  because  of  a 
change  in  ' the  County  ‘ Council' 3 time  schedule  of  immionisation  which 
operated  after 'the  first  two  or  three  months  of  1964* 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  sta,te  that  in  September,  I96I,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  recommended  two  alternative  Schedules  for  routine 
immuiisation  ('P'  and  'Q')  and  that  the  County  Council  decided  to 
apply  Schedule  'Q'  which  provided  for  the  immunisation  of  infants  to 
commence  at  the  age  of  6 months  with  poliomyelitis  vaccination  followed 
by  a course  of  triple  antigen  at  the  age  of  9 months  for  protection 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  The  advantage  of  this 
Schedule  is  that  children  are  protected  against  poliomyelitis  before 
being  given  antigens  containing  mineral  carriers,  and  so  there  is  less 
risk  of  "provocation"  paralysis.  With  the  falling  incidence  of 
poliomyelitis  in  the  County,  this  risk  is  now  so  low  that  it  no  longer 
offsets  the  advantages  of  protecting  infants  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  in  the  first  few  months  of  life,  and  accordingly  the 
County  Council  decided  early  in  I964  to  change  over  to  Schedule  'P'  with 
the  result  that  the  following  scheme  has  been  adopted  and  operated  in 
this  area  from  about  Easter  of  19645-

The  aim  of  any  immunisation  scheme  is  to  have  all  children 
protected  in  infancy,  and  the  degree  of  success  depends  to  a large  extent 
on  the  efforts  of  the  health  visitors  in  advising,  encouraging  or  even 
persuading  mothers  to  have  their  children  immunised.  There  is  of 
course  parental  choice  as  to  whether  a child  is  taken  to  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  or  to  the  General  Practitioner,  and  the  following 
statistics  embrace  all  known  cases  of  children  immunised  at  Clinics, 
Schools  or  by  their  own  doctors.  In  the  last  case,  record  cards  are 

forwarded  to  the  Area  Health  Office  and  the  general  practitioners  are 
paid  a fee  for  each  completed  course  or  reinforcing  injection  or  dose. 
Booster  immimisation  and  re-vaccindation  of  school  children  is  under- 
taken in  the  main  at  schools  by  the  Immiinisation  Team,  which  comprises 
a doctor,  nurse  and  clerk  who  are  employed  on  a part-time  basis,  and 
their  programmes  of  work  are  arranged  by  the  staff  of  the  Area  Health 
Office  who  also  make  the  necessary  arrangements  with  the  parents  and 
head  teachers. 

The  Statistical  Tables  which  follow  are  presented  in  the  form 
of  the  periodic  Returns  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  with 
additional  details  showing  whether  the  children  were  immimised  at  Infant 
Welfare  Centres,  at  Schools  or  by  General  Practitioners,  in  the  Coseley 
area  alone.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMIMISATIOHj 

A highly  successful  year's  work  is  reported  in  this  field  for 
the  number  of  children  who  completed  a full  course  of  primary  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  during  the  year  was  1,292  compared  with  575  ii^  the 
preceding  year,  whilst  the  number  of  children  who  received  reinforcing 
injections  totalled  I,l63  as  against  357  last  year.  These  big  increases 
call  for  some  explanation  and  there  are  undoubtedly  two  main  reasons. 

In  the  first  place,  the  change-over  from  Schedule  'Q,'  to  Schedule  'P' 
has  resulted  in  infants  being  immunised  at  an  earlier  age,  so  much  so 
that  248  children  who  were  bom  during  I964  completed  courses,  of 
immunisation  during  that  year;  had  Schedule  'Q'  remained  in  operation 
hardly  any  of  these  children  would  have  completed  courses  of  immunis- 
ation during  I964.  The  fact  that  the  Immunisation  Team  was  engaged 
throughout  the  year  on  diphtheria  immunisation  has  resulted  in 
considerably  increased  figures.  During  the  year  1963  the  Team  spent 
considerable  time  carrying  out  smallpox  vaccinations  at  schools 
although  it  was  able  to  visit  Infants'  Schools  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  the  reinforcing  injections  against  diphtheria  to  school  entrants. 
Because  of  other  commitments  it  had  not  been  possible  for  some  three 
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years  to  arrange  for  the  team  to  visit  Junior  Schools  to  give  second 
reinforcing  injections,  but  this  deficiency  was  made  good  in  I964  when, 
during  the  Spring  Term,  all  children  attending  Junior  Schools  through- 
out the  Area  were  offered  booster  doses.  During  the  S^ummer  and 
Autumn  of  1964?  the  Team  was  engaged  in  giving  diphtheria/tetanus 
immunisation  to  school  entra,nts.  This  was  a rather  prolonged  process 
as  most  children  had  not  been  protected  against  tetanus  in  infancy  and 
full  courses  of  three  injections  with  an  interval  of  four  to  six  weeks' 
between  each  injection  were  necessary. 

Due  to  the  above  mentioned  special  circumstances  which 
obtained  during  1964?  it  is  imlikely  that  these  high  figures  for 
diphtheria  immunisation  will  be  maintained  during  the  coming  year  when, 
however,  it  is  hoped  that  satisfactory  figures  will  be  achieved  after 
a normal  year's  operation  of  the  diphtheria  immunisation  programme. 

The  following  figures  are  comprehensive  and  include  all 
children  whether  they  were  protected  by  triple  antigen,  diphtheria/ 
tetanus  or  diphtheria  prophylactic  alone.

WHOOPING  COUGH  IIMUNISATION; 

For  over  three  years  triple  antigen  has  been  used  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centres  giving  in  one  course  of  three  injections, 
protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  whereas 
previously  separate  courses  of  immunisation  against  whooping  cough  and 
diphtheria  used  to  be  given.  General  Practitioners  also  administer 
triple  antigen,  and  it  is  very  rare  that  children  are  immunised  against 
whooping  cough  singly.  In  fact,  during  I964  a total  of  865  children 
were  protected  against  whooping  cough.  .

TETANUS  IMMUNISATION. 

Protection  against  tetanus  has  only  been  effected  by  the 
County  Council  since  the  use  of  triple  antigen  was  introduced  rather 
over  three  years  ago.  In  19^4 » a total  of  1,225  children  completed 
primary  courses  of  immunisation  and  46  received  reinforcing  injections 
as  against  550  and  9 respectively  in  the  previous  year 5 a most 
satisfactory  picture  to  present.  The  explanation  for  these  high 
figures  is  as  already  given  under  the  heading  of  "Diphtheria 
Immunisation",  i.e.,  the  change  of  Schedules,  and  the  fact  that  the 
Immunisation  Team  was  engaged  throughout  the  Summer  and  Autumn  Terms 
in  giving  Diphtheria/Tetanus  protection  to  school  entrants.  At 
present  most  children  on  admission  to  school  have  not  been  immiunised 
against  tetanus?  if  they  have  also  not  been  protected  in  infancy 
against  diphtheria  they  are  offered  a full  co\irse  of  Diphtheria/Tetanus 
vaccine,  but  for  those  who  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  in  infancy 
the  course  incorporates  booster  protection  against  diphtheria  combined 
with  primary  immunisation  against  tetanus.  In  both  cases  the  courses 
involve  three  injections  with  intervals  of  4 - 6 weeks  between  each 
injection  so  that  the  Team  has  to  visit  schools  on  three  occasions  to 
give  the  desired  protection.  When  the  stags  is  reached  when  all 
school  entrants,  if  immunised  in  infancy,  have  had  triple  antigen  then 
a single  injection  of  Diphtheria/Tetanus  vaccine  will  be  sufficient 
to  afford  "booster"  protection  agehnst  both  diphtheria  and  tetanus.

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

Since  the  introduction  of  Oral  Vaccine  in  the  Spring  of  1962, 
the  use  of  Salk  Vaccine  has  almost  entirely  been  superceded  and  the 
only  children  who  completed  courses  of  injections  with  Salk  were 
vaccinated  by  their  own  doctors  and  numbered  26.  At  the  County 
Council’s  Infant  Welfare  Centres  only  Oral  Vaccine  is  now  usedj  it  is 
administered  in  syrup  or  on  a lump  of  sugar  and  a coiirse  comprises 
three  doses  at  intervals  of  4 “ 6 weeks. 

The  change-over  of  Schedules  which  has  contributed  to 
increased  figures  for  I964  in  respect  of  Diphtheria,  ’^hooping  Cough 
and  Tetanus  Immunisation  has  not  had  any  effect  on  the  Poliomyelitis 
Vaccination  Programme  since  under  both  Schedules  infants  are  vaccinated 
at  the  same  age,  the  difference  under  Schedule  ’P’  being  infants  now 
receive  Triple  Antigen  before  Oral  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine.  The  total 
nimber  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  during  I964  by  Oral  and  Salk 
Vaccine  was  6II  which  is  little  different  from  the  number  vaccinated 
in  the  preceding  year.

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION: 

In  January,  19^3 > the  County  Council  agreed  to  amend  their 
proposals  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  194^)  to  provide 
for  routine  vaccination  against  smallpox  of  infants  under  five  at 
Infant  V/elfare  Centres  and  also  for  the  vaccination  of  children  of 
school  age  at  schools  and  clinics.  During  I963  a total  of  915 
children  were  vaccinated  of  whom  8I7  v/ere  over  five  years  of  age  and 
these  exceptionally  high  figures  were  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Immunisation  Team  visited  all  Junior  Schools  in  this  Area  for  the 
purpose  of  vaccinating  children  in  the  8-12  age  group.  In  March, 
1964,  it  was  decided  that  re-vaccination  against  smallpox  should  be 
done  at  school  entry,  whilst  primary  vaccination  should  be  carried  out 
during  a child's  second  year  of  life.

FOOD  POISONINGS 

Of  the  twenty  cases  of  food  poisoning  which  occured  in  the 
district  17  cases  were  notified  and  3 were  ascertained  during  the 
course  of  investigations. 

There  were  4 family  outbreaks  covering  11  of  the  cases, 
causative  agents  for  2 families  being  Salmonella  Typhi  Mirrium  Phage 
Type  1 Var.  5)  and  Salmonella  Typhi  Murium  Phage  Type  IB.  The 
causative  agent  in  the  other  two  families  was  not  identified. 

Of  the  9 single  cases  the  causative  agents  were  Salmonella 
Typhi  Murium  Phage  Type  1 Var.  5>  Salmonella  Typhi  Murium  Phage  Type  1 and 
Salmonella  Typhi  Murium  Phage  Type  lA  (5  cases).  The  agent  was  not 
identified  in  the  other  4 cases.

?'r.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  a report  on  the  work  of  the  public 
health  inspectors  for  the  year  19 64. 

The  coming  into  force  of  the  Offices  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act  1963  has  meant  a major  change  in  the  duties  carried  out  by  your 
inspectors.  For  the  first  time  they  have  become  responsible  for  the 
regulation  of  safety  and  the  prevention  of  accidents  in  offices  and 
shops.  The  Act  has  also  applied  to  offices  most  of  the  health  and 
welfare  provisions  previously  applicable  to  shops. 

The  public's  confidence  was  shaken  during  the  year  when  canned 
meat  was  suspected  to  be  the  cause  of  a Typhoid  Fever  outbreak  at 
Aberdeen,  The  subsequent  enquiry  confirmed  the  cause  but  found  no 
valid  reason  why  the  public  should  not  consider  canned  food  generally 
as  some  of  the  safest  obtainable.  Your  inspectors  collected  part  of 
the  suspected  consignment  which  had  reached  this  district. 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  the  redevelopment  of  the 
first  part  of  the  Wallbrook  Housing  Scheme.  It  was  the  first  major 
redevelopment  of  slum  clearance  sites.  The  project  had  been  planned 
by  the  Council  some  seven  years  before  when  derelict  land  had  been 
obtained  and  reclaimed  for  rehousing.  The  Council  now  owns  over  five 
thousand  houses  and  flats. 

It  would  not  be  proper  for  me  to  comment  upon  the  latest 
Government  policy  concerning  the  use  of  our  indigenous  coal,  but  I 
hope  that  some  adjustment  of  price  can  be  made  so  as  to  encourage 
the  consumption  of  smokeless  fuels  for  domestic  fires. 

I regret  to  report  on  the  untimely  death  of  Mr. Peter  ¥/hitehead, 
a young  inspector'  of  great  ability  and  promise. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
patience,  confidence  and  support  and  my  colleagues  for  their  help 
and  co-operation.  Dr.  Bailey  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  left 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  I feel  I should  say  what  a pleasure 
it  was  to  have  v/orked  for  and  with  him.  I should  also  like  to  record 
my  thanks  to  Ilr.  Beighton,  the  inspector  under  the  Alkali  Act  for  his 
helpful  advice,  especially  conceining  iron  refining,  yiy  thanks  are 
also  due  to  Mrs.  Ridney  for  completing,  before  she  left  the  service  of 
the  Council,  the  statistical  information  contained  in  this  report.
